REPORT ON THE PARISH COUNCIL ME&TING HELD ON WEDNESDAY 24TH MARC ®: 


Correspondence: Deddington Playgroup asked permission of the Parish Council to 
hold a sale of produce and general zoods im May This was approved... 


The Area Health Authority requested a contribution of £61.50 towards local 
transport. This was approved. 


Cherwell District Council has seven a number of forms for registration of 
applicarts to stand as counciilors for Deddirgton Parish Council. A limited supply 
are available from the Clerk and a further supply can be obtained from Bcdicote 
House. All applications, sigred by two people or the electoral list, are to be 

at Bodicote House by noon on the Sth April. 


The Tchure -. Mainterance.and Lighting. Mrs Herry of Foresters Cottage wrote 

to the Parish Council corcerning the conditicn of the Tchure, claiming that since 
services were laid, the surface has been an eyesore and the level of lighting has 
increased. It was decided that residents on the Tchure pe reminded that obstruct = s 
such as trees and shrubs should not be placed ir the Tchuve as it is a Highway. 
Arrangements will be made to lower the lighting by the P.C. and the letter will 

also be passed to the Cherwell District Council for their attention. 


Footway to Hempton. Cllr. Webber expressed the opinion of local residents regax cing 
the increasing need for a footpath connection from Hempton to Deddington 

considering the growth of Hempton, and i the particularly bad weather during the 

Vinter months. The council agreed to press Cherwell District Council as an on- 
going matter, to provide an adequate footpath. 


Summer Holiday Playscheme. Last year a group from ihe Chipping Norton Theat. — 
came to Deddington to provide a Holiday Playscheme for children, at a cost of £60 
to the P.C, They have asked if they car provide « similar service this summer,” 
but at a cost of only £40, with a charge of 30p per child per session. Clis. O'Neill 
and Gardener expressed the opinion that the children of the village should not be 
constantly subsidised but couid weil provide their own entertainment or could at 
least be subsidised by their parerts. It was carried by a vote of 8-2 to welcome 
the scheme for this summer. 
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Windmill Community Centre. A report from Mrs. Cheeseman revealed that 
materials had been purchased to provide a new Hose and that aiterations necessary. : 
to meet fire regulations were virtually complete. A recent Disco sat the Centre 

had raised £45 towards furds. Rates of Hire are now set at £3 per hows (£10 

extra for bar). It was then suggested that the remaincer of the discussion be _ 
conducted "in committee" (i.e. in private) as the main details we1e of a financis: 
nature which could nave an effect on current negotiations over the sale or purchas: 

of land.

Profile -— Ken Garrett 


A village Postmaster is recognised as an important person — our 
Postmaster, Ken Garrett, is a well known and respected individual. 
Ken enjoys helping people no matter what their age and has a 
friendly manner to all. 


This character I suggest could well have been influenced by his 
early life. Ken comes from farming stock, his family farmed 

Home Farm, Clifton ~ on a farm ther's always plenty to do and 

no time to do it all! Edith, his wife, reflects with a depth 

of feeling about Ken's father "such a lovable and kindly gentle- 
man"; his mother was a nurse, again a person who cared for others.

I remember his brother, John, who followed his father on the farm, 
he had that easy approach and smile when you met him on the Clifton 
Road and discussed farming. 


Ken and Edith Garrett 


Ken's first job was in the Great Western Railway Telegraph Office in Banbury, 
this no doubt started his great love for the railway and steam engine. He 
joined the RAF at 173 years old doing service in Egypt, Syria, Iraq and France. 
It was in the RAF where he met his wife - LACW Edith Minty, who came from 
Chesterfield (you know that place with the crooked Church Spire). After being 
demobbed Ken became Signalman at the Aynho Junction Box and recollects how in 
one shift he dealt with 70 trains, with a glint in his eye, remarks about the 
GWR King and Castle Steam Engines going either on to Bicester and London or to 
Oxford, Reading and South West. 


Ken and Edith married in 1947 taking up residence in Castle Street. Later it 

was from this private house they began the newsagency business having bought it 
from Mr Franklin. Sometime back Mr and Mrs Bolton had the Post Office and also 
the newsagents but after Mr Bolton's death Mrs Lucy Bolton gave up the newsagency 
business to Mr Franklin. Later Ken and Edith took over the Post Office buildings, 
Ken becoming Postmaster and bringing the newsagency back to its former home.

The theft of two tables matters a bit to all’of 1s. This is their description: Table 1 
was near the door, -and usually had-or it a bowl of flowers, It was oak, about 2'9 x 
19 x 2'9 high, It had ore drawer with two peardrop handles. It had diagonal 
stretchers underreath. Urder the drawer the edge of the. table was distinctively 
scalloped. Table 2 was smaller, mahogar y; and stood inconspicuously beside St. 
Thomas' altar in the south aisle. 


Both are antique ard plainly worth soimething. The: pace) were’ told at once, | and have 
a few clues. : 


It is, I suppose, urlikely that Deddinytor people are involved in this theft. This is in 
contrast to our own wretched, petty vandals who will insist in smoking in the south 
porch and burn the notices off the -otice board. I shall be ylad if some who read 
these pages will please stop their children or grandchildren from misbehaving in 
this way. Mindless morons, they are a nuisance. = ty 
This theft ma tters | to all ot us because. the parish church belongs to all of us. You may. 
not come to church, You may not give even. a half penny towards its upkeep. But it- 

is still the parish church, for everyone who lives here. If someone gives a huge 
stained plass window, as happened in the "twenties and ‘thirties, all of us have been 
ziven that wirdow. If someone steals two tables they have been stoler from all of us. 


Two more points. V’e could lock the hatch up all week, “The inguvende company would 
like this. But it-is wrong to keep churches locked. Better to have them oper and 

empty, ,than locked.up, full of treasures. Secondly, the church is not a museum. But 
we have always had gifts of the best. Ve have good glass, good furniture, a good ~ 
organ. "Only the best is good enough for God." Now we car hardly ask for equally 
good tables to replace those stolen. bi iste pone to make do with cheap tables 

that are rot worth stealing. 3 ee 


So we are all the poorer for this mean theft. And it is the poorer of us who lose the 
most.

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NATURE NOTES 


“alking round the churchyard the other day, I looked particularly at the lichens 
on the grave stones, There are some splendid specimens forming lovely crusty 
patterns on the old local ironstore. There are different lichens-on some of the 
trees. They are all worth examining closely. Lichens are very complex plants. 
In fact, they are really two plarts, a fungus ard an alga, livirg in very close 
association with each other. The fungus provides the outer layer of the piant, 
and contains within it alga cells which are ertangled in the threads of the iungus. 
By this method the fungus prevents the alga from becoming dried out. There are 
hundreds of different species in Britain, growing mostly 0 on trees and shrubs and 
on stores, rocks, chalk and sand dunes. ... Be 


One of the common plarts of hedgerows is growing welt now ~ the wild arum, jerdés 
and ladies or cuckoo-pint. This is a strange plant. with. its pur pie club shaped 
spadex which appears in April. It has a smell of rotting manuxe which attracts 
flies. The flies are then trapped in the sheath of the plant by down poirting hairs. 
They cannot escape until the plart withers. Thex,:well dusted with pollen from the 
plant, they go off and deposit it on another plant. H
